(James 1,18). Tbl* flnt-frults class or 
"Church of the First-born" li to have 
a different salvation entirely from that 
which ls provided for the. world. The 
Church Is to constitute .God's King- 
dom, for which we pray, "Thy King- 
dom come." Under its Messianic away

as Ul heaven. 


The World'* Salvation Earthly. 


As the Scriptures show distinctly 


that the salvation of the Cbnrch, or 
the Kingdom class, is to a heavenly 
plane or condition, they equally show 
that the salvation of the world Is dif- 
ferent—an earthly salvation.

(SO-52|.> Of the 
world'* salvation we read not of a 
change of nature, but of'a Reitltutlon 
to the perfection ot the nature already 
given to man, but lost through the sin 
«tiour first parents-redeemed through 
the merit.oftu* precious sacrifice at 
Calvary. 'The RestltBtWb Salvation 
which-la to come to 'the world -through 
the .changed and glcrifled Messianic 
Church Is demritied tjv 8t Peter as 
awaiting. It* due time^-tbe Swond Com- 
big of Christ-"TUues of Restitution of 
all things which God hath spoken by 
the month of all the Holy Prophet* 
•luce the world began" (Acts Ul. 10-23). 


The fact I* that the Old Testament 


Scriptures treat entirely of the Resti- 
tution blessings.
